The award- 
ing Committee examined carefully all the 
instruments on exhibition and after their 
labors were over, two of the judges (that 
number being a majority) stated to me and 
others that the Premium Medal was award. 
ed to the Piano represented by me and that 
they had so reported, 

Since the Fair the executive Committee 
have held one or more meetings and, as 1 
learn, thoroungh!y revised the premium list 
and haw the awards published as OFFICIAL. 
I, of course, expected to find in the orFri- 
CIAL announcement that the Instrument 
exhibited by me, had n awarded the 
first premlum— Silver Medal, In this I 
was not disappointed. The official publi- 
cation in the News, of the 27th of October. 
has it all right and in accordance With the 
written reports of the Awarding Commit- 


You, therefore, as el! as the public, un- 
derstand my utter astonisiment at finding 
acard inthe News, of the th, frein the 
Secretary of the Society, stating that the 
rst publica‘ion v as incorrect and that the 
Chairman of the Awardin, Committee had 
instructed him to ao state, ete. . 

On seeing this I called at the office of the 
Secretary and asked the privilege of exam- 
ining the original reports. This report now 
shows thatthe original Committee made 
the award iu ance with the first offi- 
cial publication and that the Silver Medal 
was awarded to the Piano exhibited by me. 

Now, I must be permitted to enter my | 
protest against this sort of manipulating 
the reports, ufter they have been made, re- 
vised, anv published as official some ten or 
twelve days after the Fair has closed. Itis 
clear that no kind of confidence can be 
be extended to any §society that 
mit it. The certificate of a majority of the 
original committee can be obtained to this 
statement. I therefore protest again, iu 
the name of the Society. justice and ordi-

The Outlook. 

In times of political revolution it 
is frequently the reckless boaster 
who proves the truesteprophet. On 
Tuesday next the American people 
will decide the political character of 
the next House of Representatives, 
and upon that decision will probably 
turn the issue of the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1876. For the first timein six- 
teen eventful years, years of war and 
carnage, years of oppression and of 
manifold violations of the constitu- 
tion, years of plunder and corrup- 
tion, there is a strong probability 
that the Democrats will have a 
majority in the House of Representa- 
tives. Since the elections in Ohio 
and Indiana, the Republicans have 
awakened to a sense of their danger, 
and are straining every nerve to 
avert the impending disaster, but the 
same cause has given their adver- 
saries such an impetus that already 
they feel that successis assured.

These distriets elect t three 


Democrats and thirty Republicans, 
a gain of thirty-two, and the Repub- 
nean Strong-holds of Maine, Ver- 
mont and Iowa, which send sixteen 
Republicans and one Democrat are 
included among the number. Ifthe 
same ratioof gain be kept up, the 
Democrats will have in the next 
Housea majority of twenty-eight. 
The election of two hundred and 
twelve members in twenty-four 
States (leaving only five States to 
elect) on Tuesday will practically 
decide the important issue. 

After a careful calculation from all 
the sources of information within our 
reach, we are confident that the 
Democratic majority in the next 
House of Representatives can hardly 
fall short of twenty, and in all proba- 
bility will reach double that number. 
The World’s estimate of thirty-six, 
although we have not seen the par- 
ticulars upon which it is based, we 
think is near the truth. It must be 
remembered that in thestrong Demo- 
cratic States of Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia, the present representation 
stands, Republicans 12, Democrats 7.

IIIIi- 
nois has fourteen to five, Michigan 
nine to none; even faithful little 
Delaware has a Republican member 
and Arkansas, which has just given 
75,000 Conservative majority, is now 
represented by three Republicans and 
only one Democrat.

Convention—Letter from Colonel 
William A. Allen. 

We have the pleasure of laying be- 
fore our readers to-day a letter from 
Colonel Wm. A. Allen, of Duplin. 
Colonel Allen has been a leading 

ember of the Senate for the past 
four years, and his opinion is worth 
much in the discussion of the ques- 
tion of the necessity for a conven- 
tion. He speaks from a long and bit- 
ter experience in legislating under 
the present constitution: 


KENANSVILLE, N. C., Oct. 22, 74. 
Messrs. Engelhard & Saunders : 


DEAR SIRS:—Eutertaining the 
opinion that no good citizen has the 
right to withhold an expression of 
his views upon any great question of 
public policy, when those views are 
demanded by any portion of his fel- 
low-citizens, I respond to your in- 
quiries upon the subject of the con- 
vention without hesitation or apolo- 


gy. 

You ask: Ist. Do you think the 
best interests of the people of North 
Carolina require their constitution, 
the ‘‘Canby Constitution“ so-called, 
455 materially and speedily amen- 

ed? 

2d. If, in your opinion, material 
changes in the Constitution ought to 
be 8 ily made, which mode of 
making these changes do you think 
the best interests of the people of 
North Carolina demand should be 
adopted, that by Legislative enact- 
ment or that by Convention ? 

3d. The Conservative-Democratic 
party gy an undoubted two- 
thirds vote in each House of tho 
General Assembly, what do you 
think is the duty of that party in 
reference to the calling of a Conven- 
tion by the Legislature at its ap- 
proaching session for the purpose of 
amending the Constitution ? 

My active participation in the Leg- 
islative Department of the Govern- 
ment of North Carolina under our 
present Constitution, has been such 
as to impress upon mein no ordinary 
manner the many and important 
defects and great superfluities of that 
instrument. and its utter inadaption 
to the situation and condition of our 
people, Its ambiguity and restric- 
tions upon the Legislative Depart- 
ment, its loose and unrestrained 
power vested in the hands of the Ex- 
ecutive Department, have been and 
continue to be sources of much 
embarrassment in perfecting use- 
ful legislation for the country. 
Under such a constitution we can 


never hope to see our good old State 
develo into a at and glorious 
commonwonwealth, such as her nat- 


ural resources entitle her to be. We 
never have seen, and we never shall 
see the government established by 
this constitution maintained and 
supported within the restrictions im- 
posed upon the power of taxation for 
the county and State governments, 
and yet the power extends toa much 
heavier taxation than was ever ne- 
| Cessary for these purposes under the 
old government, when the adminis- 
tration of the government fully an- 
answered every demand. The spec- 
tacle is constantly presented before 
our eyes, even in the best and most 
economically managed counties, of 
going beyond the bounds of the 
constitution to raise revenue for the 
support of the government, and spe- 
cial tax bills occupying a large . 
tion of the Legislature’s time. Wh 
is this? Plainly because the Const? 
tution establishes a government too 
heavy for the demands of our people. 
Look at the Judicial Department 
and you find even greater grounds 
for complaint than in either of the 
other departments. Under our old 
| constitution each county had six effi- 
cient courts a year for the adminis-

tration of justice, and the whole cost

was much less than the present cost 
of administering the Government 
with only two courts a year, regu- 
larly held. Ought nota simple, plain, 
brief statement of facts be sufficient 
to impress any sensible, honest and 
impartial mind with the great neces- 
sity of ‘materially and speedily , 
aniending the present constitution of 
North Carolina? It does appear so 
self-evident to my mind, that I reaily 
cannot see how any one can come to 
any other conelusion, than that ‘‘the

Carolina needs relief, and she needs it 
now. The ple have been demand- 
ing it through their representatives 
ever since they began to feel half-way 
like they could call themselves free- 
men. In 1870, soimportant did the 
representatives of the people feel it 
to be to afford the people an opportu- 
nity of relieving themselves from 
the burdens and inconsistencies of 
the present constitution, that they 
tried the doubtful expedient of sub- 
mitting the question to them to 
eall a convention by a vote 
of the people, contrary to what was 
believed by many to be the forms of 
law. Under theintimidation of Fed- 
eral officers, and the fear that it 
might be considered a 8 
expedient, the convention failed. 
But did this show any disposition on 
the part of our people against a con- 
vention to amend the Constitution, if 
one could be called according to all 
the acknowledged forms of law, and 
in exact conformity with the provi- 
sions of the present Constitution ? 
Most unquestionably not. He who 
so interprets public sentiment much 
mistakes the popular will. The peo- 

le desire many and material changes 
n their fundamentall law, and so 
strong did the Legislature of 1870 
feel this pressure of public sentiment 
when the Representatives assembled 
in the winter of 1871, after the defeat 
of the Convention by the means just 
indicated, that they immediately re- 
commended thirty amendments, and 
the Legislature of 1872 had sufficient 
power to re-adopt eight of these thir- 
ty, and with overwhelming acclaim 
the people adopted these eight 
when they were submitted to the 
popular vote. In _ public estima- 
tion the other twenty-two are held to 
be but a little less important, and 
there are still others that are much 
needed. Our are

— 1 — the Convention mode of 
amending the Constitution, if that 
Con vention can be called by a two- 
thirds vote of the Legislature, with- 
out submitting the question to a pop- 
ular vote, and in ct accordanee 
with all the forms of law. 

But why should the Convention 
mode be adopted, rather than the 
Legislative? answer because it is 
the only speedy mode,and because 
where there are so — important 
amendments needed, as in the case of 
the present Constitution of North 
Carolina, in order to adapt it to the 
situation, wants and condition of our 
people, it is the only intelligible 
mode. I have not time to argue this 
part of the subject in detail. From 
what has already been said the whole 
argument will readily suggest itself 
to the intelligent reader. I, there- 
fore. express my very decided opin- 
ion, under existing circumstances, in 
favor of the Convention mode, and 
have no fears that the people would 

rd the Convention with disfavor. 
s it then the duty” of the Con- 

servative-Democratie party, havin 
an undoubted two-thirds vote in eaci. 
House of the General a to 
call *‘aconvention by the Legislature 
at its approaching session for the pur- 
se of amending the constitution?“ 
unequivocally say yes,and I say 
further, that in my opinion, if the 
Legislature fails to do so, it will be 
the severest blow to the Conservative- 
Democratic party of North Carolina, 
that it has received for many a day. 
Ever since the adoption of this con- 
stitution in 1868, under circumstances 
which I need not undertake to detail, 
the members of the Conservatiye- 
Democratic party, in every section of 
the State, and upon every stump, 
and in the columns of every newspa- 
per, have held up to the public gaze 
the deformities and imperfections of 
this illshaped and bastard child, can- 
ceived on a foreign soil and brought 
forth here as one born out of season. 
If our party then fail to use the most 
auspicious opportunity and circum- 
stances that we may have for many 
years to relieve the people from the 
urdens of sucha constitution, what 
must the people think of our profes- 
sions of devotion to their interest ? 
Let our friends look to this, and act 
wisely for the best interest of the peo- 
of North Carolina. If they do, I 
shall feel that our glorious old State 
has still an opportunity of re-build- 
ing up the waste places, and of a 
brilliant existence in the no distant 
future. Ihave not time for a fuller 
expression of my views upon this 

most important subject at present.

Southern Schools. 

The eighth report of the General 
Agent of the Peabody Fund, Dr. 
Barnabas Sears, was submitted to the 
Trustees of the Fund, in New York 
city, recently. Dr. Sears strongly 
condemns the effect of the eivil- 
rights agitation upon the school sys- 
tem ofthe South. He regards mixed 
schools as an impossibility. The at- 
‘tempt to compel the co-education of 
the children of both colors, if persis- 
ted in, will close every publie school 
below Mason and Dixson’s line. In 
these views, the Special Committee, 
appointed by the Trustees to report 
on the subject of mixed schools, 
heartily concurs. The Committee 
consists of John H. Crawford, 8. 
Wetmoreand William M. lEvar.s. 
Dr. Sears’ report takes up each State 
in detail’ We subjoin his statements 
concerning a few of the States: 

Virginia shows a healthy zeal 
for public instruction. It is news 
born, but vigorous. The City of 
Richmond, whieh has 4,955 children 
at school, will hereafter support its 
own schools without outside aid. 
Virginia has received $38,425 from 
the fund during the past year, 

North Carolina has been sluggish 
in educational matters. Reform was 
promised a year ago, but the pro- 
iuise has not been fulfilled. Aid to 
the amount of $12.300 has been 
yiven. 

The South Carolina school-fund is 
hopelessly in arrears. Except in the 
city of Charleston, searcely any 
<chools in the State are kept through- 
out the year. They are, moreover, 
so poorly supported and badly man- 
aved that no aid we can give will 
mike them attractive to intelligent 
families.’?’ Undersuch circumstances, 
aid seemed inadvisable. Only 8200 
was spent in “the prostrate State.” 

In Georgia there is a deplorable 
stute of popular ignorauce.“ Out of 
400,000 persons between 6 and 18, 
250,000 attend noschool. Thirty-five 
per cent, of the population over 10 
years old cannot read. The cities are 
organizing public instruction with 
rent zeal, but the State and the 
country districts are indifferent. The 
publie expenditure on schools, last 
year, was $250,000. The Peabody 
Fund contributed $10,550 more, 


the General Episcopal Conven- 
tion on ‘Tuesday the committee on 
the state of the Church submitted an 
eXtended report on the condition of 
tle Church at the present time. 
Giratifying accounts from all parts of 
the country in regard to her welfare 
had been received, but it was a mat- 
lor of regret that the number of can- 
didates for holy orders had decreased 
since 1871, The committee recom- 
ended the creation of a building 
fund, and commended the condition 
of the Church in the South to her 
more fortunate sister churches 
North.
